Air Sampling Activities

Air sampleswere collected insde sl ect bungal ows and classrooms, outside near school
buildings, from the crawl spaces of three bungal ows adjacent to the playground andinside
thestaff lounge (see Figure). Elevated PCE levels, ascompared to regiona outdoor air
levels, werefound in the bungal ow crawl spaces, staff lounge, and insidetwo of the
bungal ows. These PCE level sdo not pose any immediate health risk to students or staff.

Asaprecaution, LAUSD will vent theair that gathersin the crawl spacesbelow the
bungal owsand will prevent stagnant air from collecting intheclassroomsby increasingair
exchanges. Inaddition, DTSC will evauateand initiate additiond investigationsof off-site
sourcesif necessary.

Investigation Findings

During the 2006 sampling, elevated levelsof PCE
weremeasured in several soil gassamplesbel ow the
paved playground area. In additionto air samples,
70 subsurface soil gas sampleswere collected
throughout the school site. The highest level sof PCE
were measured al ong the southwestern boundary of
the school site. Theexact sourceof the PCE is
currently not known, but the areasurrounding the
school isindustrialized. Exposurestovery high
concentrationsof PCE can cause nervoussystem
effects, such asdizziness, or unconsciousness. Long-
term exposures can cause nerve, liver and kidney
damage or cancer.

DTSCOversight

LAUSD requested DTSC oversightinthe
characterization of the 28" Street Elementary School
inearly 2006. At new or expanding school sites,
DTSC isrequired to overseeenvironmental
investigationsto ensure mitigation and cleanup
activitiesare conducted in accordancewith stateand
federa lawsandregulations. DTSCisasoavailable
to provide oversight at existing schoolsto protect
human health and the environment.

Sampling resultsand an update on the Health Risk
Assessment will be presented at acommunity
meeting on Wednesday, February 7, 2007, 2:30
PM, at 28th St. Elementary School, Multipurpose
Room, 2807 Stanford Avenue, LosAngeles, CA.
Based onthedatareceived, DTSC and LAUSD will
evauatethe need for additiona mitigation measures.
